Five Syrians were hanged sev- 
eral weeks ago in Damascus on 
charges of being Iraqi agents. 

Damascus radio said that yes- 
terday’s explosion was “a new 
crime in a chain of incidents by 
the murderous regime in Bagh- 
dad” and part of a “Zionist plot 
to weaken Syria.” 

Minutes after the explosion, 
ambulances and fire engines 
Tushed to the scene. Rescuers 
removed a charred corpse from 
the wreckage of the car and evac- 
uated the injured bystanders, the 
official Syrian statement said.

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West German Women Finding Abortion Is Still Hard to Get 


By Michael Getler 


BONN 'WPi—a year after δ΄ 
controversial law lberalized West 
Germany's abortion codes, about 
50.000 women a sear still find 
it easier to go to the Netheriands 
for a quick one-day abortion with 
few questions asked. Ther go 
because the new West German 
law is proving hard to implement. 

Although many women are 
taking advantage of it, survers 
show thotsands of others are 
bewildered and frustrated by the 
technical difficulties of getting 
an abortion approved, and bitter 
at the embarrassment of having 
to explain to so many people why 
they want one. 

Furthermore, the law bas un- 
Jecked a range of personal and 
Professional questions that are 
tormenting many of the doctors 
and counselors tho are supposed 
to help carry 1% out. 

The West Germans have prob- 
ably gone further than aor 
other country in trying ro pm 
down in precise legal terms every- 
thing about abortion. The Con- 
Rtitutional Court here bas even 
sought to define when hfe begins. 

That court has also pointed out 
ther the bitter German ex- 
Perience with Nazism {s also a 
factor, leading to a greater re~ 
quirement to protect unborn life 
here than in some other Western 
countries. It held that a fetus 
was entitled to the protection of 
the Constitution from the 141 
day after conception. The new 
jaw strives to deal with abortion 
as a matter affecting two citi- 
zens’ rights. not those of the 
mother alone, 

Two —orld wars have left this 
country of about 61 million with 
more women than men, and more 
women voters—54 per cent of the 
electorate. 

West Germany is also split 
between generally Ifveral Prot- 
estants in the north and con- 
servative Roman Catholics in the 
south, with the Protestants 
slightly more numerous. 

Both factors have been cen- 
tral to the fierce partisan polit- 
ieal battle that has raged here 
for several yerrs over abortion. 
Both have probably figured in 
the razor-thin federal election 
victory last year by a Social 
Democrat-led ‘coalition that fa- 
vored liberaliamg the laws over 
the Christian Democrats. who 
have strong ties to the Catholic 
Church and the anti-abortion 
forces. 

Conditions for Abortions 


‘The law passed June 21 of last 
Year permits abortions during we 
first 22 weeks of 
doctors determine that the τα 
will be deformed. Abortion can 
be prescribed during the first 
12 weeks if the pregnancy is due 
to rape or if it ig shown that 
the woman would wodergo ex- 
tremely severe social distress from 
the child's birth. An abortion 
could also be ordered at any time 
tH it were: proven that the 
womans’ life or health was in 
danger. 

Before the new jaw. only clear 
danger to the life or health of 
the mother justified legal abor- 
tion. 

For the West German woman 
seeking abortion. however—trpi- 
cally unmarried. between 15 and 
25 years old and of the working 
class~-there is a huge step be- 
tween law and reality.

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Despite New Law's Wide Reforms 


Tm some predominantly Cath- 
oc areas, town councils hare 
Torbidden hospitals to carry out 
such operations, an as-yet-un- 
Solved dilemma in West Ger- 
many's system of 10 relatively 
autonomous federal states. 

Many doctors are Catholic and 
oppose the reform on religious 
grounds. Many others. Health 
Ministry officials say, are cou- 
servatives and refuse to perform 
the operation. 

About 45 per cent af those 
seeking legal abortions here are 
doing so on the social grounds. 
an extremely difficult area τὸ 
make judgments on. officials sar.

‘West German officials say that 
the Dutch government does not 
enforce the restrictions and thar 
an abortion ‘business thrives all 
over the Netherlands. 


Furthermore. the Netherlands’ 
rate of medical complications fol- 
lowing abortion operations is the 
Jowest in the world, officials here 
say, 

Before the new law, about 65.000 
‘West German women a year 
made the trip to the Netherlands, 
according to Dutch figures. Thus, 
the new law appears to have cut 
the number of West Germars 
going elsewhere for abortions. 
Beside the 50,000 going to the 
Netherlands, a smaller number 
go to Britain, which has more 
liberal abortion laws than West 
Germany.

North Korea Seen Recovering From Slump 


TORYO, July 5 ‘APt.—North 
Korea is just beginning to recover 
from @ three-year depression that 
wrecked its economic development 
plan and left the country owing 
$1.5 billion to Japanese and Eu- 
ropean banks, according to diplo- 
matic and business sources here, 

“Drought, debt. no market and 
bad mismanagement” all hit the 
nation at the same time. a diplo- 
mat said, adding that it caught 
the North oreans in the middle 
of a too ambitious and ill-planned 
attempt to match the booming 
economy of South Korea. 

In addilion, the North's econ- 
omy was hampered br a huge 
military budget—more than $1 bil- 
lion last year, or more than 15 
per cent οἵ total spending—and by 
sharp drops in aid from the So- 
viet Union and China. 

According to Japanese and 
‘Western diplomatic and private 
sources. North Eorea's problems 
started when it sent representa- 
tives to the North-South unifica- 
tion talks in Seoul in 1973. “Ther 
couldn't believe the factories, 
roads, goods it) the stores, the 
obvious wealth.” he said 

A Spending Spree 

Startled br the progress of his 
bitter enemy. President Kim 2 
Sung ordered an immediate revi- 
sion of the 1971-76 economic de- 
velopment plan, the sources here 
said. The North Koreans went on 
8. spending spree. ordering expen- 
sive heavy industrial equipment 
from Japan and Europe and 
counting on exports of coal. iron 
ore ant other raw materials to 
pay for it. 

Imports from non-Communist 
countries, promarily Japan and 
Western Europe. more than doubl- 
ed in 1973 to $335 million and 
doubled again in 1974 to $786 mil- 
lion. But because of oil price in- 
ereases, North Korea's main 
customers for raw materials cut 
back sharply on purchases. and 
prices dropped. Exports to the 
‘West were only $142 million in 
1974 and $276 million in 1975. 

North Korea began to fall be- 
hind on paying for the industrial 
equipment it had bought. 

With its trade deficit leaping, 
the North cut imports from the 
West to $560 million in 1975 and 
to slightly more than $300 million 
last rear, the sources said

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The Army Rules Pakistan Again 


When Pakistan voted on March 7 in what 
Zulfikar AH Bhutto called its “first com- 
pletely democratic civilian election” it seem- 
ed for a brief spell that the nation might 
return to the hopes with whicn it was 
Teunched in 1948. After all, Prime Minister 
Bhatto had worked with -the military 
regime as foreign minister; he had become 
tts leader and healer of wounds after the 
disastrous war with India over Bangladesh 
and his victory at the polls in March seemed 
natural enough. 

Bat there were—as Mr. Bhutto admitted 
--trregularities in the voting and his com- 
bined, if often contradictory. opposition 
showed their annoyance by rioting and 
refusing to recognize the results, Negotiations 
went on haltingly: there were hopes that 
a new vote would be held, but the long 
strain of the disputed election and the 
refusal of the opposition to accept Mr. 
Bhutto’s terms for ἃ new one finally led 
the military to take over again. 

Since the military had ruled Pakistan 
trem 1955 untll the loss of Bangladesh, one 
might be tempted to relate the Bhutto- 
inspired election to the actions of those 
young men im Hawaii who released two 
tamed Atlantic porpoises into an untamed 
Pacific in the name ef liberty. Could 


Pakistan be expected to cope with democ- 
racy? 

But India, part of the same subcontinent 
as Pakistan, has done so, ending Indira 
Gandhi's attempt at “emergency” author- 
ttartan rule. And, for the most part, the 
military rulers of Pakistan have. considering’ 
the international problems that threatened 
them, sought to ptepare the country for at 
least local democracy. In Europe. Greece, 
Spain and Portugal have made good recov- 
eries from imposed rule from on high. 
Democracy can work in Pakistan, and per- 
haps the military wil) seek to give it an- 
other chance. 


Not so very long ago, the authoritarian 
ring around the world seemed to be tighten- 
ing; the democratic states were (and, to no 
small degree, still are) struggling with eto- 
nomic and political problems that seem to 
inhibit strong rule by the people. But things 
have changed of late: the authoritarian 
states are having their own troubles and the 
ideal of the vote. as opposed to that of 
the policeman‘s baton or the soldier's gun, 
has shown that it is by no means dead. 
The free world is entitled to hope that, in 
spite of all that has gone before, Pakistan 
may join the tanks of the free. 


The Trouble With Coal 


For the first tume in nearly 2 generation, 
last March the United States produced more 
coal than oil, It's partly due to the steady 
decline in domestic oil, of course. but it's 
also partly the rising rate at which coal is 
being mined. That trend is running in Pres- 
ident Carter's direction, since his energy 
program prescribes a large expansion of coal 
mining. But a swing back to coal, as the 
principal fuel for the U.S. economy, is going 
to be anything but simple, 

High coal production nm March followed 
two months of low production, for the min- 
ing and shipping of coal is severely affected 
by cold weather. Gas and oll flow through 
pipelines that are very little affected by 
the temperature. Both the administration 


and Congress are currently thinking hard. 


about legislation to build slurry pipelines 
‘hat carry pulverized coal mixed with water. 
But the cost of the slurry lines. in both 
money and water, would be formidable. The 
alternative is the long and slow job of 
strengthening the railroad system. 
Congress is also wrestling with the revi- 
sions to the Clean Air Act, and one of the 
hardest decisions in it is the standard for 
eoal-burning power plants. In terms of 
health protection there’s 2 very strong case 
for sticking with the .rigorous Senate bill 
rather than taking the weaker House ver- 
sion, But it's also fair to say that the 
Senate bill's requirements will make it harder 
for the electric utilities to follow the Carter 
energy plan, The debate focuses attention 
on the implications of rapki and sustained 
increases tn’ coal consumption. Our own 


guess is that. as the country thinks more 
about the effects of burning coal on the 
public health, the nuclear reactors are go- 
ing to look 8 little more atiractive. 
Another kind of concern arises from the 


chaos within the United Mine Workers. The . 


result of the union's elections last month 
are now under challenge from one of the 
jJosers, promising an indefinite paralysis at 
the top. Among the miners, the epidemic 
of wildcat strikes continues. The outburst 
of wildcat striking over the past several years 
has hurt the revenues of the miners’ medical 
care and retirement funds to a point at 
which the benefits are being cut back—in- 
citing further wildcat strikes. Beyond that, 
it seems very likely that the whole union 
will go out in December when the present 
contract expires. 

Firewood provided more than half of the 
energy of the United States—more than coal, 
oi! and gas together—into the early 1890s. 
Coal then became dominant and provided 
most of the country's energy through World 
War Τί. The next great ‘step, to ofl and gas, 
came with great speed. Coal now provides 
less than one-fifth of the country’s energy, 
while off and gas provide three-quarters of 
it, They were cheaper to produce than coal, 
easier to transport and much cleaner to 


burn. But now the costs and risks of relying © 


on oil have shot upward drastically. Clearly, 
coal consumption is going to have to keep 
rising. But it's very much an open question 
whether it can rise—or ought to rise—as 
fast as the Carter plan proposes.

Both the Bank of England and 
the Bank of Italy purchased dol- 
lars to keep thew currencies from 
rising appreciably. but the inter- 
vention of the Bundesbank and 
Swiss National Bank was min- 
imal.

Japanese Unsure 
How Far Officials 
Ν 7 - 
Will Let Yen Rise 

TOKYO, July 5 (Reuters!.— 
Japanese bankers are divided 
over whether the Bank of Japan 
will intervene to stem the sharp 
rise of the yen. 

Some said the bank will allow 
the yen ta rise beyond the psr- 
chological barrier of 260 to the 
dollar without intervention to 
avoid criticism abroad that it is 
deliberately umndervaluing the 
currency against market forces. 

Others predict the central bank 
will intervene sooner because 
Japanese industries are begin- 
Bing seriously to suffer from the 
yen's steep rise. 

The Ministry of Trade and In- 
dustry said textile and general 
merchandise industries are al- 
ready feeling the impact of the 
stronger yen, and warned that 
many other industries will find 
it difficult to break even if the 
present high tevel of the yen 
continues for a long time. 

The yen has appreciated by 
about 3 per cent in the past 
seven business days, closing to- 
day at 26435 to the dollar, the 
highest level since August 1973.
